Do the libations 
ccmmanded by your majesty suffice 
for all these innocent ones? Ido not 
make your majesty personally re- 
sponsible for the outrage against 
the legations, which are held inviol- 
able among all nations, nor for the 
grievous wrongs dene so many na- 
tions and faiths, and to the subjects 
of your majesty of my Christian 
belief. But the advisers of your 
majesty’s throne and the officials on 
whose heads rests the blood guilt of 
a crime which fills all Christian na- 
tions with horror, must expiate their 
abominable deed. When your maj- 
esty brings them to the punishment 
they have ceserved, that I will re- 
gard as an expiation which will sat- 
isfy the nations of Christendom. 

“If your majesty will use your imperial 
power for this purpose, accepting to that 
end the support of all the injured nations. 
I, for my part, declare myself agreed on 
that point: I should also gladly welcome 
the return of vour majesty to Pekin. For

A SERIOUS PROBLEM ARISES. 


Country People Are Without Means 
of Subsistence. 

Houston, Tex.. October 2.—The question 
of supplying sufficient assistance to the 
country people who were rendered desti- 
tute. by the recent stcrm, to enable them 
to rebuild their homes and subsist until 
they can raise another crop, is the most 
serious problem that has yet arisen as a 
result of the storm. 

Captain 8S. Taliaferro, who wads appoint- 
ed by Governor Sayers to take charge of 
the relief work for Brazoria county and 
Galveston county mainland, a few 
months ago, has done all he could under 
the appointment, has clesed his office here 
and within the next few days will pro- 
rate and distribute the remainder of the 
money placed in his hands among the dif- 
ferent jocalities.

The control of the state and various 
county organizations of Georgia for the 
next two years is to be determined in the 
general election today. From Dade to 
Camden every voting precinet will be 
open and the sovereign people will ex- 
press by ballot their choice for state offi- 
cers and county officers, conscious that 
every ballot cast will be counted in the 
grand total. 

The election and complete 
the democratic state ticket, headed for 
the second time by Allen D. Candler, of 
Hal‘, is a foregone conclusion—a conclu- 
sion drawn from more than half a cen- 
tury of precedent during which the vast 
majority of the people have been demo- 
cratic not only in their ideas and senti- 
ment, but in their polities as weil. 

Conservative estimates place the prob- 
able majority of the democratic state 
nominees at between 8,000 and 70,000 
votes. A political apathy resulting from

FIRED UNTIL THEY DROPPED. 


Bloody Duel at Tuscaloosa, Ala., Yes- 
e 
terday Morning. 

Tuscaloosa, Ala., October 2.—(Special.)— 
About 8 o’clock this morning Rodney J. 
Lowry and W. H. White became involved 
in a quarrel and, it is claimed, White 
drew a pistol on Lowry, who then returned 
to his office and came out with his pistol. 
They immediately began to fire at each 
other and advanced as they fired. The 
first shot struck Lowry in the right fore- 
arm, causing it to contract.so that he had 
to hold his pistol with one hand and pull 
the trigger with the other. White fired 
four more shots, taking effect in Lowry’s 
arm again, his right lung, side chest and 
leg. With all of these wounds Lowry 
continued to advance and shot wild four 
times. The last shot in his pistol was 
fired when the men were within five feet 
of each other and lodged in White's ab- 
domen. Lowry then jumped on his ad- 
versary and with his arm shot in two 
places and bleeding from five wounds beat | 
his adversary into insensibility with the 
butt end of his pistol. It took six men to 
pull him off of White, and when they 
succeeded Lowry had actually almost 
disrobed White. 

The men are in a critical condition and, 
strange to say, White, who was shot only 
one time, is worse injured than Lowry, 
who is covered with wounds. White's 
life is almost despaired of. 

White has a wife and three children. 
Lowry is a single man of thirty-three 
years and is a nephew of ex-Governor 
Lowry, of Mississippi.

BAD TEMPER CROPS OUT 


Investigation of the Gaynors and 
Greene Is Still Going On Before 
United States Commis- 
sioner Shields

New York. October 2.—Hearing was re- 
sumed before Commissioner Shields to- 
day forthe removal! of B. I). Greene and 
J F.. E. M. and W. T. Gaynor to the 
jursidiction of the Georgia federal courts. 

Robert F. Westcott, father in law of 
Captain Carter. who has been under 
cross-examination for the last two days 
of the hearing. was the first witness. 
Counsel for the defense showed Mr. 
Weastoott canceled checks aggregating 
$5.91. drawn bv him to the order of B. 
I. Greene and asked what they were for. 
Mr. Westcott said he could not remem- 
ber. To a direct question Mr. West- 
cott said he never until the beginning 
of the present proceedings knew that B. 
T. Greene was interested in any of the 
Savannah contracts. He said he had 
some indistinct memory of the Atlantic 
Contracting Company, but did not Know 
what business they were in. He did not 
recollect having loaned Captain Greene 
$49.000 to carry out a contract in Georgia. 

Mr. Kellogg produced several letters 
from Mr. Greene asking loans, and letters 
from Mr. Westcott to Mr. Greene inclos- 
ing sums varying from $5,000 to $16,000. 

In his direct examination, Mr. West- 
cott said he honored Greene's request for 
money under instructions from Captain 
Carter. 

“Did you get letters from Greene for 
every check you sent him?’ asked coun- 
sel. 

“No: frequently I had nothing but in- 
structions from Carter.”’ 

Mr. Westcott said Carter repaid all the 
monev himself advanced to Greene, ex- 
cept $21,000. which Greene paid by check. 

Counsel took witness into all the details 
of his purchase in 1894 of a piece of prop- 
erty on Eighth avenue that he subse- 
auently sold without profit to Carter. 
Mr. Westcott said he paid for the prop- 
erty in bills. He could not remember the 
transaction and could not find any record 
of it in his check book. 

All through the  cross-examination 
counsel had several times referred to 
information given to the government by 
Mr. Westcott. The witness lost his tem- 
per when the accusation was made today. 

“I never said a word.” he retorted. 
“until after Captain Carter’s sentence 
Was confirmed, and he was in jail. I 
gave my book and papers to my counsel, 
Mr. Stimson, of Root, Stimson & Howard. 
for investigation, after your firm had 
accused me of being a partner with John 
Gaynor.” 

Witness denied that he was ever a part- 
ner of Gaynor. The witness said in an 
excited way when counsel taunted him 
on his improved memory: 

“It is a stricking incident in a man's life 
when he is accused of being a damned 
thief. You know that I am innocent, 
and that these statements are damned 
lies made because I refuse to be impli- 
cated.’’ 

Fhe witness, in reply to a question, 
said he was innocent and admitted that 
he received $100,000 from Captain Greene. 

“You had transactions of $50,000 with 
Reid & Flagg, and you can't tell us 
anything about them?” asked counsel. 

“I have had transactions of millions 
and can't recall the details,” Westcott 
replied. 

At this point an adjqurnment was 
taken until tomorrow.

LIBERALS SHOW LARGE GAINS. 


Parliamentary Elections in England 
Present Few Changes. 

Tondon, October 3, 3 a. m.—Yesterday’s 
pollings in the parliamentary election 
gave the state of parties at present as 
follows: Ministerialist 178; liberals, 35; 
nationalists 19. Of the 232 seats thus dis- 
posed of, the ministeralists or rather the 
conservatives, have gained six and fhe 
liberals seven. Increased conservatives 
majorities are especially noticeable in 
London and Lancashire. 

Almost all the London divisions were 
polled yesterday, showing heavy unlonist 
increases. The representation of Man- 
chester is not changed in any of the five 
districts, but all the conservative candi- 
dates secured big majorities. On the oth- 
er hand, the liberal majority for Charles 
Ernest Schwann, in the north division of 
Manchester, was reduced from 455, the 
figures of 1895, to 26. So far from Mr. 
Henry Labouchere losing his seat in con- 
sequence of his correspondence with Mr. 
Kruger, Northampton is now represented 
by two liberals. Mr. Labouchere, how- 
ever, did net head the poll, although he 
secured a heavy vote. Dr. Shippman, 
who received the greatest number of 
votes cast, is a liberal imperialist. The 
total liberal vote in Northampton was 
slightly decreased and the total unionist 
vote increased. A few Scottish consfit- 
uencies have been polled. All show that 
the liberals are holding. their own in 
Scotland. The result of the polling in 
East Manchester was the re-election of 
A. J. Balfour by a majority of 2,453, or 
1.677, more than the majority he secured 
at the general election in 1899.

Cotton Belt Route Elects Its Board 
: of Directors. 


St. Louis, October 2.—The annual meet- 
ing of stockholders of the St, Louis 
Southwestern or Cotton Belt reute was 
held today at headquarters in the Equitl 
able huilding. President Edwin Gould 
called it to order, the principal business 
being the elction of three directors, As 
aiready announced, a fight was to be 
expected on the part of the minority 
stockholders who protested against a new 
by-law passed at the meeting last year. 
They claimed that no specific notice had 
ben givn in advance of that meting of 
the ointention to vote on a change in the 
by-laws and that, therefore, the action 
taken was contrary to Missouri laws, un- 
der which the company is incorporated. 
The new by-laws calls for an election of 
only three dirctors each year, instead of 
electing the ntire board of nine.

Russia and United Stats Ap- 
pear To Hel Accord, 


HAV'S PLAN BEING FOLLOWED 


Germany’s Position Seems To Have 
Been Misunderstood, and the 
Indications Are That All 
Powers Are Practically 
Agreed. 


Washington, October 2.—Favorable 
news has reached Washington from the 
European chancellories indicating that 
a complete agreement as to China 1S 
within sight and that, too, on the basis 
of the propositions laid down by Secre- 
tary Hay in his note of July 3d, and the 
subsequent notes treating of that sub- 
jiect. The accord of Russia with the 
United States is more complete than was 
anticipated at first and the reports show 
that all of the European nations prob- 
ably are placing themselves in position 
to take advantage of the opening made 
by the United States and soon will be 
ready to begin negotiations for a settle- 
ment with the Chinese government. The 
Russians have given notice of such pur- 
pose and while the text of the French 
note on this subject referred to in to- 
day’s press dispatches has not reached 
the state department the officials are 
satisfied that this is correctly reported 
and that France, like Russia, is ready 
to negotiate at once. 

As for Germany, either the position of 
that government has been misunder- 
stood or it has sustained a change of 
mind. Possibly the former is the case; 
but. however that may be, it is quite 
certain from the advices which have 
reached Washington today that the Ger- 
man government, upon careful inspection 
of the plans for a settlement projected 
bv the United States, finds therein noth- 
ing inconsisitent with the German aspi- 
rations. Therefore, it may be expected 
that Germany, too, will be prepared soon 
to join in this commen movement toward 
a settlement. It may be stated that al- 
torether the prospects of an adjustment 
of the Chinese difficulty without resort 
to formal war are very much brighter 
than they were one week ago. 

The Chinese minister has delivered to 
the state department officials confirma- 
tion of the degradation of Prince Tuan 
and many other Chiniese leaders. The 
following official statement is made as 
to Minister Wu’s dispatch: 

“A cablegram received from Director 
General Sheng. at Shanghai, states that 
by imperial edict issued on September 
2oth. Prince Chwang, Prince Yih, sec- 
ondary Princes Tsai Lien and Tsai Ying, 
are deprived of all their respective ranks 
and offices; that Prince Tuan {s deprived 
of office and is handed over to the im- 
perial clan court, which shall consult 
and aecide upon a severe penalty, and his 
Salarv is to be stopped; that Duke Tsai 
Lan and the president of the censorate. 
Ying Nien, are handed over to the saié 
board. who shall consult and decide upon 
a sever® penalty; and that Kang Yi, as- 
sistant grand secretary, and president of 
the civil board. and Chao Shu Chiao, 
president of the board of punishment. 
are handed over to the board of censors, 
who shall consult and decide upon a 
penalty.” 


INTERESTING GOSSIP 
FROM FEDERAL CAPITAL 


Chairman Babcock, of the grePublican 
congressional committee, professes to 
have made a discoverey up in Michigan, 
Minnesota and Wisconsin that acts as 
balm to what he has heretofore consid- 
ered a rather rocky situation. 

While the republicans now have every 
seat from those states, Mr. Babcock has 
up to the present time figured out some 
losses because of the active war which 
has been made on the administration for 
its position in the Boer controversy. He 
has been compelled to acknowledge that 
the crusade of criticism which the dem- 
ocrats have been making on this issue 
has alienated from the republicans a 
large number of men of Dutch and Gcr- 
man birth or descent—men who have 
heretofore affiliated almost invariably 
with the republican party. 

These losses have led the republican 
manager to place several districts up that 
way in his doubtful column. Now, how- 
ever. he has put them back in his “‘safe- 
ly republican”’ list and all because of the 
alleged discovery that this defection from 
republican ranks is to be offset by the 
defection from democratic ranks of an 
eaual number of naturalized Canadians 
and PEnglishmen, who have been and 
whose action has been affected by this 
pro-Boer campaign of the democrats. 

These men, Mr. Babcock Mgures, out, 
have always heretofore voted the demo- 
cratic ticket because they believe in low 
tariffs. They are free traders and have 
affiliated with the democrats because 
they regarded the democratic policy more 
nearly in accord with their beliefs than 
the republican. Now, however, they are 
going to support McKinley for the same 
reason that the Germans and Hollanders 
are going to leave him—because of his ap- 
parent frierdliness for Great Britain in 
the’ little matter of the South African 
war. 


Blood is thicker than water—as a fa- 
mous Georgian said upon a historic occa- 
sion—and the sympathies of almost all 
EBaglishmen and Canadians have been en- 
tirely with England in this Boer war. 
Owing to the prominent part taken in 
the fighting by the Canadians and other 
colonials, the former residents of Cana- 
da who are now American citizens—and 
ther® are said to be a large number of 
them in those states along the northern 
borders—take a special pride in the out- 
come of the war in South Africa. When, 
therefore, they see the democrats en- 
deavoringe tos make votes through criti- 
cism of the administration on the ground 
of friendliness for Bngland they pro- 
bose to resent that action by their votes, 
so far as lies in their power. 

That. at least. is chairman Babcock’s 
exvectation. The democrate managers 
do not believe that his hopes on this line 
will be entirely realized, though they ars 
Willing to acknowledge that there is 
some defection of the character he de- 
scribes.

He had hardly be- 
gun when some one asked: : 
“What is the matter with Croker?” 


To this Mr. Bryan replied: 

“Mr. Croker is a stockholder tn the ice 
trust, and if vour governor of New York 
would stay at home and destroy the ice 
trust, instead of making speeches in the 
west, Mr. Croker could not have any 
stock in the ice trust. You worry about 
the ice trust, but why don’t you talk 
about the Standard oi] trust, the salt 
trust, the tobacco trust?’ 

‘How about silver?’’ some one asked. 

Mr. Bryan responded that $500,000 in sil- 
ver was now being coined monthly at the 
ratio of 16 to 1. Taking up the army, 
Mr. Bryan said: 

“If you are going to cross seas and 
drag people into our union, contrary to 
their wishes, you will have to have big 
armies.’’ 

Mr. Bryan next drove to Germania hall, 
where he found the building not only 
packed, but running over. This experi- 
ence was duplicated when half an hour 
later Mr. Bryan appeared at the New 
LaCrosse theater, Where he made the last 
speech of the night. Wherever he went 
there was the wildest possible enthusi- 
asm, 

Mr. Bryan discussed the dairy interest, 
saying that while the export of butter 
had fallen off in the last three years, the 
things the butter maker needs had risen 
in price.

The deed, it Is profoundly signifi- 
cant, was withheld from the public ree- 
ords for thirteen months, and until after 
Mr. Rice's term of office had expired, and | 
was on the 6th day of June, 1894, recordéd 
in book X4, page 294. Go read it.

Joe! Hurt, one of the gentlemen to 
whom the city council tendered an elec- 
tric lighting franchise last Monday, has 
Written a letter to Councilman J. Ww. 
Pope thanking him for the position he 
took in the matter and explaining the 
attitude of the Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company as petitioner for the 
lighting franchise. 

In his letter to Councilman Pope, Mr. 
Hurt goes fully into the franchise matter, 
showing that the power company was 
willing to accept a twenty-year franchise 
without condition and without protest and 
that the life of the charter 
of the company is only forty years. It 
has been maintained by the opponents of 
the franchise that under its charter the 
power company could make the franchise 
extend over a period of 100 years. Mr. 
Hurt declares that this proposition is 
absurd. . 

Mr. Hurt goes into the charge that the 
power company is claiming that it owns 
the streets of Atlanta and declares that 
it is only making an effort to secure just 
compensation for rights which were 
granted it by the city of Atlanta.

Mr. Hurt’s Letter. 

Hon. Wiley Pope, City. Dear Sir: I 
have read in this morning's Constitu- 
tion your remarks made before the 
city council yesterday afternoon on r 
the subject of a franchise ordinance 
for electric lighting and power. 

Allow me to thank you for your po- 
sition on the matter so clearly ex- 
pressed. I note your reason for fa- 
voring the report of the committee 
which proposed to grant a franchise 
to four individuals, among them my- 
self. 

This proposition to grant a permit 
to individuals would be wholly unwise, 
and I think you should be informed 
of the fact in order to save further 
waste of time and labor. 

Since you favor granting such a 
franchise to the-Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company as it could afford to 
accept, it is well that I call your 
attention at this time to some impor- 
tant facts relating to the subject, as 
well as some of the numerous mis- 
statements which have been made. 

1. There is an unsupplied demand in 
Atlanta for electric lights and power. 
This demand comes from numerous 
sources and localities. It is not being 
supplied by the Georgia company, and 
a demand has existed several years 
for a more liberal and _ extensive 
source of supply. 

2.Two years ago, the city of At- 
lanta was aroused on the subject, and 
every candidate for municipal honors 
was pledged in favor of more lights. 
It was then a question of municipal 
ownership. When the new mayor and 
council were inaugurated they. an- 
nounced that the city was unable to 
spend the necessary money. 

3. Following this, the directors of 
the Atlanta Railway,and Power Com- 
pany were importufed by numerous 
citizens to add to its business the 
furnishing of electric lights and pow- 
er. Plans were considered and the 
work determined upon. The city of 
Atlanta sold to the company, for 
the express purpose, a lot which was 
needed, along with other properties” 
purchased from private individuals. 
For this lot the city was paid $18,000 
or $20,000. Its station has been built 
thereon for the purpose of supplying 
the increased demand for power for 
railway use, and a department has 
been added for light and power, com- 
bining in all probably the most com- 
piete station for a city of the size 
within this country. , 

4. It apears that a general law of 
the state, passed in 1884, gives to all 
electric street railway companies the 
right to do also an electric lighting 
and power business, furnishing the 
same to municipalities, corporations 
and individuals. The company has 
been advised by its legal counsel that 
it has a right to engage in this bus!- 
ness in Atlanta, provided, however, 
that in the building of its mains, and 
in the conducting of its business, it 
must be governed by all reasonable 
ordinances regulating such business. 

5. Notwithstanding this, the com- 
pany has preferred to enter upon the 
business in perfect accord with the 
cits desires, and has been petition- 
ing for the privilege in one way or 
another for about twelve months. 

With all of these facts you are quite 
familiar. It appears that the com- 
pany is about ready to commence busi- 
ness. There is no other company 
proposing to supply the demand, sav- 
ing the one holding monopoly. The 
city Is not able to build. What, then, 
must “appear to be the duty of the 
city council? Ordinance after ordl- 
nance has been prepared, each one 
loading additional restrictions and bur- 
dens upon the company, and each in 
its turn, after passing some branches 
of the city government, has been 
killed in another branch. Back and 
forth the matter has been bounding, 
and has been the source of more dis- 
cussion in the city government than 
any matter within the city's history. 
The mayor attached his first veto in 
January last. The matter afterwards 
came up in a new form, was pressed 
by the company, partially passed

Would it be 
right for the city of Atlanta to sur- 
render itself to the claim of any per- 
son, which it might deem unjust and 
without good grounds? Need I make 
bold the statement that no fair-mind- 
ed, honest legis‘ator can adhere to 
such a claim as that the railway com- 
pany is claiming to own the streets, 
and for this reason should be denied 
al] privileges from the city govern- 
ment? This statement on its face 
shows that it is intended to serve an- 
other purpose, which is to protect the 
present lighting monopoly.

10 BE CHANGED 


They Will Remain as They Are 
for Present 


CANDIDATES ARE PLEDGED 


Although There’ Has Been Much 
Speculation Concerning the Pos- 
sibility of Change, Candi- 
dates Annovnce Them- 
selves Otherwise. 


Although there has been considerable 
talk during the past few days concern- 
ine the possibility of a change in the 
Wwhickv laws as a result of the primary 
next Friday. it appears extremely im- 
probable that there will be any change 


at all. 

Not onlv the candidates but the peo-

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RAIN IS BADLY NEEDED 


FOR THE FALL SEEDING 


The climate and\crop. bvlletin for the 
Past weck shows that the sunshine and 
fair weather have enabled the farmers 
‘O gather the bulk of their cotton and 
the greater portion of that crep is now 
iz. 

The lack of rain has had its ill effects 
in other directions, however, and little 
plowing has been done. Rain is needed 
for fall seeding. The report in full fol- 
lows: 

The characteristic features o7 the past 
week were almost continuous sunshine, 
high temperature and absence of rain. 
These conditions have been inost favora- 
ble for picking and saving cotton, the 
bulk of which has been saved, and pick- 
ing will be practically completed during 
the first decade of. the present month. In 
some sections there is complaint of cot- 
ton shedding its leaves; this precludes 
ail possibility of any new fruit. Nearly 
all fall crops are showing the ill effects 
of continued high temperature with no 
moisture. Turnips have failed very much 
during the week. Pastures -are very 
poor, and in several localities stock wa- 
ter is very low. Little or no plowing 
has been done this week, as was hoped 
at the time of the last issue of this bulle- 
tin. Sorghum making is progressing, but 
the yields are poor. Peas, cane and po- 
tatoes have made little or no improve- 
ment and the yields are not satisfactory. 
Rains are badly needed by all who are 
ready to begin preparations for fall seed- 
ing. 

Northern Section. 

Bartow—Weather hot and dry; prepa- 
rations for seeding greatly retarded; cot- 
ton picking proceeding rapidly, over half 
the crop picked out, yield shorter than 
anticipated two weeks ago; the turnip 
crop will be a failure in this section un- 
less rain comes soon; considerable crab 
grass hay being saved. 

Catoosa—Dry and warm weather dur- 
ing week; rain is needed for softening 
land for fall plowing. 

Cherokee—Past week warm and dry; 
fodder pulling over; sorghum making in 
progress; tobacco will not make more 
than half a crop; in a few sections, where 
more rain has fallen, the yield wil be 
very good. 

Elbert—No rain for two weeks; tem- 
perature continues high; turnips a fail- 
ure; pea crop short; fall gardens cut off 
by dry and hot weather; "intense heat 
hinders the gathering of crops. 

Floyd—No rain in this section since 
the l4th and everything is very dry and 
parched; land very hard and lumpy; some 
wheat and oats have been sown; cotton 
opening rapidly and will soon be picked 
out; turnips and sweet potatoes not doing 
at all well. 

Franklin—The hot sun has caused cot- 
ton to open very fast, the entire crop Is 
about open and will soon be _ picked, 
the yield is light; ground too dry to 
plow;.turnips not doing at all well. 

Gordon—Weather very warm and dry 
during the week, favorable for picking 
cotton and saving hay, but not to grow- 
ing vegetation: 

Lincoln—The weather during the past 


.week has been quite dry and hot; more 


than three-fourths of the cotton crop has 
been picked; the yield is about two to 
four bales to the horse; the entire crop 
in this section will be out by the end of 
the first week in this month. 

Oglethorpe—Cotton nearly all open and 
picking wild be over in a few days if the 
weather continues favorable; weather too 
dry for the good of fall crops and gar- 
dens. 

Walton—Weather very dry and hot all 
week; cotton about all open and nearly 
all gathered; pea crop very much below 
the average; potatoes only medium. 

Wilkes—Hot and dry weather during 


‘tthe week; coton about all open; gather- 


ing corn in progress; a great deal of hay 
has been saved; peas and potatoes doing 
well; as soon as the ground is softened 
sufficiently for plowing preparations for 
fall seeding will begin; pastures and gar- 
dens are fair.

Raldwin—The week was hot and dry; 
nearly all cotton been picked; peas, cane 
and potatoes poor, no fall plowing done, 
ground too dry. 

Carroll—Cotton all open and crop very 
short; pastures have improved some since 
the rain; turnips sown since the fain are 
coming up nicely. 

Columbia—The past week has been dry 
and hot; rain badly needed for turnips 
and pastures; most of the cotton crop 
is now open and much of it has been 
gathered.

Haralson—The days have been dry and 
hot, but the nights were cool during the 
week; cotton nearly all open and the first 
picking finished; sorghum is being made, 
but the yield is light and of a poor quali- 
ty; no wheat sown yet; some corn has 
been gathered; turnips very poor. 

Jefferson—The weather continues dry 
and excessively warm: cotton picking 
progressing rapidly and will be finisned 
in a few days; peas, potatoes and sugar 
Cane suffering for rain: turnip crop a 
afilure, 

Johnson—The week has been hot and dry 
and rain is badly needed; cotton picking 
is progressing rapidly, and the upland 
crop hag been picked: corn is being eath- 
ered; peas and cane greatly damaged. 

McDuffte—The week has been fine for 
gathering cotton and hay: many Lave 
finished picking their cotton; the hay crop 
was very good; cane and potatoes doing 
well; turnips poor. 

Monrce—No rain for fifteen days; the 
weather has been warm but favorable for 
gathering corn and cotton; picking about 
finished; too dry for late crops. 

Montgomery—No rain for several weeks; 
weather hot and dry; stock suffering for 
water; corn being gathered with a good 
yield; cotton picking progressing and 
many have finished picking; peas, cane 
and potatoes poor. 

Talbot—Cotton al] open and neany ail 
pieked; some corn being gathered: no 
plowing done yet. 

Troup—The week was fine for gathering 
cotton; fleld peas are generally good: 
Sugar cane poor. 

Washington—The dry weather continues 
butvhas been favorable for nicking cct- 
ton, which will be finished in a few Cays;: 
peas, cane and potatoes need rain; corn 
yielding a good crop. 

Wilkinson—The week has been very hot 
and dry; all late crops nearly a failure: 
cotton nearly all picked; land too dry to 
plow. 

Southern Section. 

Appling—The weather continues dry 
and hot; mercury stood at 92 degrees in 
the shade on the 15th: fall crops are al- 
most entirely ruined; cotton not more 
than half a crop; potatoes poor and peas 
a failure; too dry for turnips: too dry to 
plow. 

Calhoun—No rain for about two weeks 
and fall crops are suffering for moisture: 
Sugar cane and peas suffering very much 


-for want of rain; the cotton crop is very 


short and about all picked out. 

Clay—The protracted drought and ex- 
cessive heat have seriously damaged the 
pea, potato, sugar cane and turnip crop; 
all fall crops about a failure; most of the 
cotton has shed its leaves, leaving no 
prespect of any late frvit. 

Decatur—Weather has beén dry and hot 
during the last week; cotton about all 
opened and picked out in many sections; 
peas, Sugar cane and sweet potatoes al- 
mest ruined: gardens very poor. 

Liberty—The weather has been dry and 
hot, favorable for picking cotton and 
gathering corn, both of which are much 
below the average; sweet potatves and 
supmar cane are doing nicely; turnips poor 
and stands are not at all good, many seed 
failed te germinate and those that came 
up have burned up; hill rice almost a total 
failure. 

Lowndes—The past week has been un- 
usually dry and warm; two-thirds of the 
cotton crop already picked; turnips and 
cabbages dying for want ef inoisture; 
yield.of potatoes very good; cane is also 
very fine. 

Ware—Weather clear and hot with no 
rain; cotton, peas and sweet potatoes be- 
ing gathered and marketed. The aver- 
age maximum temperature for the week 
91 degrees. 

Wayne—Cotton crop quite shert and 
quality not at all good; weather during 
the week dry and warm, favorable for 
saving cotton. 

Worth—Very dry and warm; <ane, peas 
and potatoes suffering from effects cf so 
much sun and dry weather; cotton about 
all gathered, yield short; there will be no 
late crop; corn crop good, 

Note—Crops having reached a 
where the changes in the weather gorndi- 
tions from day to day will have no ma- 
terial effect upon the fina] outcome, no 
more bulletins will be issued until the 
opening of the season of 1901. The direc-

During the spring, according to the evi- 
dence, Sheriff Talley gave notice that he 
would transfer his adevrtising to the 
columns of The Standard. This notice 
the other paper declined to publish and it 
was printed in a paper here.

Young Man Has Disappeared from His 
Home. 


IS WELL KNOWN IN ATLANTA 


Believed To Be Victim of Temporary 
Mental Aberration. 


HE HAS BEEN MISSING SINCE MONDAY

Atlanta and Vicinity Have Been 
Searched for Him, but No Trace 
Has Yet Been Found. 


C. G. Merriwether, a well known young 
man of Atlanta, has been missing from 
his home since Monday, and so far all 
efforts to ascertain his whereabouts have 
proved f e. 

The family of the young man and sev- 
eral of his friends have made every effort 
to find him; they have searched the woods 
surrounding Atlanta, have telegraphed to 
Cities where it is thought he may have 
gone, and have been aided in the search 
by the police of the ¢ity, but no one has 
been found who saw him leave the city 
and no one appears to know where he has 
gone. 

It is the opinion of friends that Mr. Mer- 
riwether left his hgame while in a state 
of temporary mental aberration, and while 
some incline to the opinion that he has 
been foully dealt with, the facts in the 
case apparently lend color to the former 
view. 

Saturday the young man told his mother, 
with whom he lived at 334 Courtland 
street, that his mind had been unbalanced 
for several hours, but that he had quite 
recovered from the attack. Mrs. Merri- 
wether was much worried at the time over 
his statement, but as there were no evi- 
dences of a return of the attack her 
fears were calmed, and she thought no 
more of it. 

Monday morning Mr. Merriwether went 
to his office at the place of business of 
W. E. Chapin, who 1s in the insurance 
business. He reported for work at the 
usual hour, but after being there a few 
minutes left. His fellow clerks were of 
the opinion that he had gone out for 
breakfast and so stated to callers who in- 
quired for the young. man. 

That is the last that has been seen of 
Mr. Merriwether. During the afternoon 
his mother and his friends became alarmed 
over his continued absence. Mrs. Merri- 
wether told J. °W. Bates, her son in law, 
of her fears, but he was of the opinion 
that the young milan would return to his 
home by nightfall 

Monday night, however, he did ndt re- 
turn and the police were notified to aid 
in the search. They have since been at 
work on the case and are doing everything 
possible to locate him. The varioug re- 
sorts surrounding the city have been visit- 
ed and the woods near them have been 
searched. It has not been possible, how- 
ever, to find a trace of the missing young 
man.
